All over the world, emigration is the reverse side of immigration. Looking at the situation in this country, Jerusalem Post corrés- 
pondent DAVID KRIVINE finds out that it is mainly a sense of belonging that may bring the Ieraeli back home when he has left. 


PEOPLE OFTEN RECALL — 
only half-jokingly — that ‘There 
are little lies, big 1165 and 
statistics,” The half-truth in this 
apophthegm is that statistics, 
taken out of context, can be made 
to say anything you want. 

Emigration ls a good example. 
There has been in Israel, on the 
average, 60,000 new settlers and 
9,000 departing residents a year. 
Somebody totted up how many 
emigrants or yordim that made 
since 1948, and came to the 
overwhelming figure of 225,000. 

One {a reminded of the 
wisecrack heard in 1966 and 1967, 
when immigration sank to such a 
low that It was less than the 
current level of emigration. Peo- 
ple used to say, “Will the last man 
out of Lydda please turn out the 
lights."* 

The fact is that there ig a 
reverse flow — of people going 
back to their land of origin — even 
from the classic countries of im- 
migration, like Canada and 
Australia. Israel ia not alone. She 
should by rights show a greater 
Population loss than thoy do, for 
economic reasons. The axis of In- 
ternational migration Ig con- 
sistently from lower-income 
territoriea ta higher-income 
territories. Isrucl is not high- 
{necoma territory. Immigrants 
coming hore from the Weat are 
Swimming against the current. 
(Not surprisingly, they form the 

Proportion of those who

ACCORDING to a study by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics en- 
titled “Immigrants Arrived in 
1869/70 — Their First Three Years 
in Isracl,”” something like 20 per 
cent of the new settlers, inter- 
viewed two months after arrival, 
were not at all sure they were go- 
ing to stay (83.5 per cent were 
definitely bent on leaving}, That 
would mean that their motivation 
for making a home in Israel could 
not have been strong in the begin- 
ning. There js an impulse — par- 
ticularly among the Russtana who 
have been starved of worldly 
goods for so long — to try their 
luck in the transatlantic 

Eldorado, if only because of the 
undying belicf that the strects 
aver there are paved with gold. 

Even those who actually intend 
to sctlle in Isracl are likely to sub- 
sequently change thelr minds, for 
a variety of reasons — some of 
them rather flimsy. Causes for 
complaint abound in all countries. 
But to find fault with Israel as a 
nellon because people crack nuts 
In the clnomas or (what {s much 
worse, admittedly) because of- 
ficlala are arregted for taking 
bribes, rapresents an emotional 
rather than a Jogical reaction. 

Ἧι could on occasion be @ cover: 
up for the settler's own problems. 
Not a few people faced personal 
difficulties in their home town. 
Inatead of changing attitudes, 
they tried changing countries. (In 
ajl probability David Protter, the 
trigger-happy security guard in 
Johannesburg, graces our 
statistics of emigration). 


NUMBERS can reveal a lot of in- 
formation. With the aid of a 
pocket-calculator I tried process: 
ing some of the material in the 
Statistical Abstract for 1974. 
From 1967 on, figures are given 
for both departures from Israel 
and returns of those same people 
to Iarael during the ensuing years. 
In 1967, 108,000 left, and 85,900 
came back either in that year or 
the next: they can be treated as 
tourlats of one type or another. 
During the following five yeara 
(1968-73) 14,100 more came back 
(each year @ few thousand), leav- 
ing 8,600 attll abroad in 1918 (out of 
the original 108,000). 


In 1068, 128,700 left, 19,600 were 
still abroad the year after, Of 
these, 18,600 managed to return 
during the years 1970-73, leaving 
8,800 51}}} overseas after five 
years. Not a mighty exodus. 

Tt is difficult to say how many 
emigres there have been most 
recently, in 1978 and 1974, because 
they have not been abroad long 
enough, We shail have to walt and 
see who comes back and who does 
not. Official statisticians estimate 
that the annual figure, which 
ranged from 6,000 to 11,000 during 
the state's first 26 years, went up 
to 11,000-18,000 in 1978 and 15,000- 
20,000 in 1974. 

This is a matter which requires 
consideration. There is no need 
for real concern over the 
previous, even, yearly outflow. It 
has been steady over two-and-a- 
half decades (and even shrank 
slightly as a proportion of the 
whole population). It has not fluc- 
tuated over good periods and bad, 
and must represent a natural 
wastage. 

Nothing is ever monolithic in a 
free society, certainly not popula- 
tlon movements. The private af- 
fairs of individual poople are in- 
finitely complex. There is not 
necessarily any close correlation 
between dissatisfaction with 
Israel and departure abroad. As a 
Russian immigrant woman sald 
when taxed with complaining too 
much; “We know a couple from 
Moscow who found everything 
ravishing in Israel — the weather, 
the people, the achievements ac- 
complished in such a short space - 
of time. That couple is now 
residing in Melbourne, 
Australia.” 

Everybody knows one or two 
emigres, among the hoat of his 
friends and acquaintances. It is 
rare that the reason for thefr go- 
ing was antipathetic feelings 
towards Ssrael. Some of the people 
who grumble moat are here, and 
remain here. Scratching too deep- 
ly Into the causes of quitting the 
country can be counter- 
productive, creating antagonism. 
where none exist. ~ : 


BUT THE JUMP in departures 
last year justifies a second look at 
the problem all the aame. It ia a 
deviation from the norm, and 
there must be particular reasons 
to explain it. The one that im- 
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mediately springs to mind is 
Israel's security situation. Since 
the October War, there has been a 
sag in the nation's exulting self- 
confidence. That was Inevitable, 
Israel had to come down from the 
clouds. The Army cannot be 
guaranteed Hghtning military 
walkovers every time. And once 
the gloss and glamour is tar- 
nished, other shortcomings 
become visible. They were there 
before, as Dr. Nebenzahl, the 
State Comptroller keeps telling 
us. Only now we notice them. 

Have people left on account of 
fear, or disillusionment? We can- 
not say yot. Al) we know 18 that 
fewer people departed in 
the first quarter of this year than 
in the corresponding period of 
1974. Precisely who will not come 
back cannot be known for some 
time yet. Meanwhile !t is worth 
scrutinizing the little serious 
researoh work that has beon done 
over the motives and situation of 
Israelis who left the country in 
previous years, and who stayed 
abroad. 


ALOT OF extraordinarily useful 
information 15 contained in two in- 
vestigations, one by Dev and 
Mickey Elitzur, of the Israel 
Institute of Applied Soctal 
Rescarch, called “Israelis Living 
in the U.8. and their Readineas to 
Return" (Part I is dated April 
1973, and Part Il, February 1974); 
the other by Nina Toren of the 
Hebrew University. entitled 
“Study of Returning Residents" 
(June. 1973). There is a great 
measure of consistency in their 
conclusions. 

We gather that the first reason 
for lcaving Israel is the search for 
professional betterment. ‘'The 
egress was not a brain drain," 
says Dr. Toren: only 10 per cent in 
her sample group had 
professional or semi-professional 
qualifications before leaving 
Israel, and 47 per cent when they 
came back. Evidently many had 
gone abroad to study. She thinks 
that emigration might be reduced 
if Israel's univeraitiea could open 
their doors wider. 

The aecond reason is economic. 
Among the ΕἸΣ σαν group, 46 per 
cent could make both ends meet in 
Israel, and 88 per cent abroad, In 
Toren's group, 78 per cent of those 
back In Israel had enjoyed, they 


said, a higher standard of life 
overseas than they now have in 
Israel, 14 per cent claimed equall- 
ty, and only 7 per cent were better 
off in Yarael. 

The people whom she inter- 
viewed left not because Israel 
repelled them, but because the 
U.S. (or France) attracted them. 
And they came hack, similarly, 
not because they had come to dia- 
Hike their adopted country, but 
because they were drawn to Iarael 
— though not for professional or 
economic reasons. The {mpulse 
was ideological. 

Only a very smal! minority left 
Israel because they rejected the 
country, and when thid happened 
the party responsible was 
generally the spouse of the 
person interviewed. In any case, 
Toren bellevos that those who 
leava out of dislike do not come 
back. Mr. and Mrs. Elitzur found 
among thelr respondents (all of 
whom lived abroad at the time of 
the enquiry) that a high propor- 
tlon were married to non-Jaraelis. 
One-third of the spouses had never 
dwelt Jn Israel, and 10 per cent 
had never even visited Isracl. 


THE MOST STRIKING observa- 
tion in those reporta is the high 
degree of identification with 
Tarael; yet the feeling moatly falls 
short of being decisive. Thus (ac- 
cording to the Elitzurs) 81 per 
cent felt thoy were Israeli citizens 
rather than local citizens. Only 53 
per cent of the spouses felt the 
same. Again, 83 per cent favoured 
returning to Israel, but only 26 per 
cent had taken active steps in that 
direction. 

Dr. Toren's sample consisted of 
people who had left Israel before 
1964 and returned In 1970, sa had 
been abroad at least six years. 
She asked them to compare 
various aspects of life as they had 
experienced it in the two coun- 
tries. 

Tarael turned out to be better 
than the U.S, and France, or at 
least equal in the following 
proportions (%):

imperfections in a naivety or, 
more probably, a deviousness that 
was typified by the stratagem of 
hiding his incurable weakness as 
to the spelling of ''accom- 
modation” under a wriggling, 
amorphous, undulation of ink in 
the middle of It.

Symes was the sort of pro- 
consul who, evidently, was just 
what the doctor ordered for the 
panjandrums of Whitehall — con- 
tent to be briefed by his masters, 
good to look at, disarmingly 
mannered, and with no sacritictlal 
urgings to be an independent or in- 
novative viceroy. Thus — in 
preferment after quick prefer- 
ment — trom Haifa to the 
Austrian Hospice at the 
Damascus Gate, next to the 
governorship of Adon, on to the 
portfolio of Tanganyika in Dar-es- 
Salaam, and, finally, a justifiably 
proud and prodigal son, returning 
to the scenes of his early 
apprenticeship as a young officer 
seconded from the British Army, 
to the power and glory of the 
Governor-General, the Sirdar, of 
Sudan. ᾿ 


HARRY CHARLES ΜΌΝΕ, the 
next Chief Secretary, never ven- 
tured to fight Arab commotion, or 
the Mufti'a cabals, with any 
deterrent display of bold authori- 
ty. A man of letters, not of 
polemics, his art was not that 
of stern governance but 
of ecclesiastico-antiquarian re- 
search and flowing, ilimpitd, 
reportage. The hand that penned 
so easily so many entertaining 
and scholarly feuliletons was, to 
all appearances, paralysed, its 
grip on vested controla was 
broken, by each of the sporadic 
anti-Yishuy, anti-Jewish- 
National-Home, alarums and ex-

To his plain credit, however, 
there stands his patient and 
successful extrication of the 
Greek Orthodox Patriarchate 
from a Jengthy hibernation in mis- 
management and financial in- 
solvency: jn that, he was lucky to 
be guided and aided by Stuart 
Spencer Dayis, Treasurer of the 
Mandatory Administration at that 
time, and a veteran of the Colonial 
Service. And, alongside that of 
Edward Keith Roach, his name is 
printed on the title-page of the 
very first ''Handbook of 
Palestine,” which ts atill a mine of 
contemporary and authentic in- 
formation, . ba 
. ' But. in Luke's: '’seroll of 


honour," there Is a final entry: as 
Assistant District Commissioner 
of Jerusalem, Samuel made him a 
member, with Mordechal Etiash, 
of a Commission of Enquiry Into 
the ant!-Jewish riots of 1921, the 
Chief Justice of the day, Sir 
Thomus Haycratt, being its chalr- 
man. Only Luke could have In- 
splred the inaisive clegance of the 
description, in the Commission's 
Report, of the testifying of certain 
Arab shelkhs: “They lied with 
dignity and deliberation."* 
Hathorn Hall, the last of my 
nmiaslers in the Mandatory es- 
tablishment, had been a spec- 
tacularly gallant officer In the 
First World War, thrice decorated 
and found worthy by the War Of- 
fice, as the appealing hero, which 
he veritably was, to conduct 
recruiting campaigns. Accepted 
into the Home Civil Service 
without formal examination, by 
the back-door, but, with that 
record, altogether deservedly, he 
was, in duc course, after a longish 
grounding tn the Colonial Office, 
posted to Jerusalem. Though 
plagued at times by a distressing 
migraine, he was a tremendous 
worker, quick, firm, self- 
confident, lucid In written and 
ora) expression, and dis- 
passionate, preserving a 
bureaucratle and political calm. 


ONE SUMMER, from Palestine, I 
was chosen by him to be his ac- 
complice in the annual histrionics 
of a Mandatory spokesman before 
the Permanent Mandates Com- 
mission of the League of Nations

The study of the Talmud is entering upon what has been called its ‘“encyclopaedia-era.” DAVID LANDAU tearns about the Jerng. | 
lem Institute of Talmudic Research, a new scholarly enterprise which aims at 


THE TALMUD js often referred to 
as an ocean. The scholar, in the 
favourite rabbinical 
navigated through vast, un- 
charted, fathomiess waters. He 
plotted a course of logical or tex- 
tual extensions which lead to far- 
sometimes unexpected 
destinations. He plumbed the 
depths of rational argument ar 
religious tradition, seeking the 
solid rock of law and authority. 
"The role of scholar-explorer has 
beckoned Jewry's best brains 
throughout the centuries. Much of 
the attraction of Talmud study 
has in fact tain in the intellectual 
freewhecling and expansiveness 
which it encourages. For the 
original source material of the 
Talmud ts notoriously disjointed 
and disorderly, the text often 
wandering haphazardly away 
from the ostensible subject of the 
tractate or chapter-hearing. Its 
mastery demanded prodigious 
powers of memory from Its early 
students — and this, indeed, was 
the deliberate intention of its

THE GROWING BODY of paat-

scholarship, The epoch of the 
Aharonim was not totally ex- 
tlnguished. Monumental works of 
original scholarship are atill being 
produced — such as Rabbi 
Yehezkel Abramski's monumen- 
tal “Hazon Yeheskel" In Israel 
and Rabbi Moshe Feinatein’s 
“‘Iggrot Moshe'' in the U.S. 
Numerous lesser works atill roll 
off the presses each year. 
Yeshivot with famous names like 
Slobodka, Ponevezh and Telz have 
been transplanted from the ashos 
of Jewish Europe and carefully 
nurtured to new vigour in Israel 
and the U.S. The studies and the 
Nfestyle seem the same, And yet 
the unspoken, reluctantly un- 
recognized, perception is that a 
new age has dawned, that time 
and clroumatance now call for a 
new form of scholarship.

"A woman I 
respect, old enough to be my 
mother, comes te me for such ad- 
vice! I had to go out for a minute 
and think hard about what to tell 
her." 


As time passed, he felt less hesi- 


tant about giving counsel, His 
young age made ji easy to com- 
municate with the high school 
pupils. ‘A kid who never turned 
up for services suddenty ἰη- 
troduced me to a friend of his as 
‘my Rabbi.* I expect him to even- 
tually stop by the synagogue." 


The oider Jews have become 


less reluctant to rely on a rabbl 
who has not even a trace of grey 
hair, although, says Rabbi 
Rothenberg, ‘whenever the head 
of the Sociedad introduces me to a 
) large group of people, he in- 
ἢ variably adds on a few years to 
my actual age." 


Anti-Semitism, both official and 


de facto, does not plague the Jews 
ἡ of Peru, seys the rabbi. And 
ΝΒ relations betwoen the Arabs who 
live there and the Jewish com- 
munity are good, mostly as a 
result of profitable business 
7 dealings with cach other. ‘An 
Arab merchant who heard’ from 
my wife that I'm the rabb! of the 
community gave us a big diqcount 
on clothes for our baby," he 
relates. 


Asstmilation into the Catholic 


world around them Is less rapid 
than that In most other Latin 
American countries. In many 
cases, it is the Jewish husband 
who brings the non-Jewish wife 
into the community, and still 
remains a respected congregant."'

Rabbi Rothenberg is open in his 


erlticiam of young Israeli rabbis 
who "are afraid to leave home for 
a while and serve Jewish com- 
munities in the Diaspora. As cach 
day passes, the danger of 
assimilation increases and these 
communities forget a bit more of 
their religion and their heritage," 


The WZO's Bureau for Spiritual 


Services to Communities, es- 
tablished in April, 1973 following 
the previous Zionist Congress, has 
become ‘'the address’’ for 
Diaspora communities which are 
‘foundering without the spiritual 
guldance provided by a rabbi. 


Rabbi Moshe Hdaiman, a 


former chlef rabbi of Stockholm 
who heads the bureau, points to 
the young Peruvian chief rabbi as 
an Israeli who has made a 
difference in the future of 
scattered Jewish communities 
abroad. “The miteva of preser- 
ving Judaism in even the farthest 
outposts — even in the jungles of 
Iquitos — ts as great as the study 
of Tora in the yeshivot of Israel.” -

Border incident

SOME border incidents have been 


“headlined in newspapers 


throughout the world, and con- 
demned vigorously by the UN; 
othera have been: overlooked, 
bypassed, or simply ignored, even 
though, objectively speaking, they 
deserved no less attention. It is 
about an episode of the latter divi- 
sion that the reader will here be 
Informed. 

Although it concerned Arabs 
and Iarella, lt did nat take place 
in the Middle Nast itself but in a 
remote Latin American capital. 
The Israel and Syrian Am- 
bassadors happened to be 
nelghbours there, just as their 
countries are geographical 
neighboura. And there, as in the 
Middle East, it was not by their 
own volition that they had become 
neighbours, but hy destiny. The 
respective Ambassadors became 
neighboura by decree of the Chief 
of Protocol. In the capital con- 
cerned It was he who allocated 
residences to Ambassadors, and 
being more conversant with 
geography than with contem- 
porary history, he considered the 
pairing of adjoining Ambassadors 
as a stroke of unequalled genius. 

At first, the green Hne, con- 
sisting of a hedge between the twa 
lots, stood up rather well under 
the strain; there was 4 periad of 
peaceful coexistence. The Am- 
bassadors and thelr respective 
families coldly but correctly tg- 
nored each other. When the need 
arose for communications ~— a

erossed the fence, a pair of under- 
pants blown off the clothesline — 
indirect contact waa ostablished 
on neutral ground — the road in 
front of both houses — by the 
locally employed chambermaids, 
who also exchanged gossip of 
which they informed their respec- 
tive employers, thus fulfilling, toa 
large extent, the functions of 
UNTSO, UNEF, UNDOF and 
UNMAC in the Middle East itself. 


ONE DAY the Syrlan Am: 
bassador, worried about the 
danger of armed incursions into 
his territory, installed a serles of 
high-powered projectors on the 
tall trees overlooking his Israel 
neighbour's plot. Although the 
floodlighting of his estate 
somewhat curtalled romantic ex- 
cursions in the unadulterated 
moonlight, the Israel Ambassador 
decided to make the best of it. In 
the past, for his Independence 
Day garden party, he had install- 
ed lighting in his garden at his 
own expense. Now he decided that 
the Syrian projectors provided the 
necessary light and dispensed 
with the installation. 

Thia, however, did not work 
very well. When, half-way 
through the garden-party, the 
Syrian became aware of the 
hostile, antl-Arab, reactionary 
and expansionist use to which his 
projectors had been put, he turned 
them off for the firat time in many 
months, Left in the dark, Israel 
had to improvise with kerosene 
lighting; once again the Syrians 
had proven their unreliability as 
partners to even the most tacit of 
agreements. 

In the country concerned there 
was a shortage of fresh

vegetables. The Israel Am- 
hassador's wifc, an accomplished 
horticulturist in addition to her 
many other virtues, used a part of 
the garden lo grow radishes, 
greens, even eggplant, with great 
success. In the above-mentioned 
country, there was also a shortage 
of goats' milk, a commodity of 
which the Syrlan Ambassador 
was particularly fond. For this 
reason he imported one he- and a 
number of she-goats and let them 
graze freely in his plot. The in- 
evitable happened. A Syrian goat, 
taking advantage of a gap in the 
green line, crossed over Into 
Tarael territory, consumed the 
cabbage and greens and uprooted 
the radishes, to the dismay of the 
Israeli couple. 

Bitter complaints forwarded 
through appropriate channels 
were of no avail. The Syrian did 
not accept any responsibility — 
political or otherwise — for the 
conduct of his goat. He would not 
pay compensation, he would not 
chain his goat, it was not his job to 
police the borders for the Israelis‘ 
sake, The Israe] Ambassador had 
no choice but to take dofensive 
meaaures. Adjoining the hedge, as 
inconspicuously aa possible, he es- 
tablished a wire fence. 

For a while there was an un- 
easy truce. A new crop of Israel 
cabbages and radishes was 
planted and reaped without any 
interference from Syrian goats, 
and the innocent traveller, pass- 
ing by the two adjoining villas and 
their adjacent lots, would not have 
noticed anything unusual. But the 
tension was there, in the alr, and 
the truce/armistice/ccase- 
tire/separation of goats was 
fragile. to say the least.

IN THE SAME country no honey 
was available, a significant 
hardship on the Isracl Am- 
bassador, who had a sweet tooth. 
The solution could only be found in 
the installation of a bechive on the 
Isracli estate, which, after con- 
siderable difficulties, was duly ac- 
eamplished, the importation οἵ 
bees by diplomatic pouch having 
been expressly forbidden by the 
Protocols of Vienna. 

After a process of trial and 
error, the hechive was activated. 
The humming of the bees, flying 
from flower to flower collecting 
the nectar, was music to the ear of 
the Isracl! Ambassador; to tho 
Syrian [ἃ sounded Iike a super- 
sonic hoom. He realized the bees’ 
potential for three-dimensional 
warfare, for vertical attack. One 
day, in fact, the Israeli bees, no 
doubt at the command of their 
queen, flew across the green- 
hedge-line and with deadly ac- 
curacy stung the Syrian goats. 


THE SYRIAN Ambassador was 
furious — ἃ fact duly conveyed to 
his neighbour through UN- 
chambermaid channels. He decid- 
ed to take action, and dispatched 
an angry note ta the Chief of 
Protocol, who — having first been 
cast In the roje of destiny — was 
now faced with a problem worthy 
of the attention and power of the 
Security Council. The Israel Am- 
bassador was summoned to the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs, and 


was handed a copy of the Syrian, 


note by a stern though somewhat

A deadlock was reached, with 
ominous potentialities for th 
future. A minor border incident 
had escalated Into a full-blown 
conflict, just like In the Middle 
East itself. But here the simllarity 
ends. Luck and the respective 
Foreign Offices came to the 
rescue, The Syrian Ambassador, 
possibly on the basis of his 
honourable and courageous con 
duct, was promoted and 
transferred.

Riki showed a few in Kitan's 
collection for the Fashion Week 
here in February, and duly noted 
the good response aniong foreign 
buyers.
